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Section 1. Section 123.46, subsection 2, Code 2009, is
amended to read as follows:

2. A person shall not use or consume alcoholic liquor, wine,
or beer upon the public streets or highways. A person shall
not use or consume alcoholic liquor in any public place except
premises covered by a liquor control license. A person shall
not possess or consume alcoholic liquors, wine, or beer on
public school property or while attending a public or private
school-related function. A person shall not be intoxicated er
simylate—intexieation in a public place. A person violating
this subsection is guilty of a simple misdemeanor.

Sec. 2. Section 123.46, Code 2009, is amended by adding the
following new subsection:

NEW SUBSECTION. 2A. A person shall not simulate
intoxication in a public place. A person violating this

subsection is guilty of a simple misdemeanor.
EXPLANATION

This bill relates to simulated public intoxication. The
bill transfers the criminal offense of simulated public
intoxication in a public place from Code section 123.46,
subsection 2, to Code section 123.46, new subsection 2A.
The bill does not modify the criminal penalty for simulated
public intoxication. A person who commits simulated public
intoxication in a public place commits a simple misdemeanor.

A simple misdemeanor is punishable by confinement for no
more than 30 days or a fine of at least $65 but not more than
$625 or by both.
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
